LYCEUM  EDUCATION 

If  education  sounds  like  an  unpleasant  word  when  it  comes 
without  college  credit,  it  perhaps  explains  why  relatively  few  Brig- 
ham Young  University  students  have  attended  this  year’s  lyceums. 
/ But  since  the  purpose  of  college  training  is  generally  considered  to 
be  the  knowledge  gained  rather  than  the  degree  obtained,  many 
students  seem  to  be  taking  a short  sighted  attitude  toward  their 
college  years. 

In  probably  no  other  way  can  students  come  into  contact 
with  such  outstanding  leaders  in  their  field.  The  lyceum  pro- 
gram which  is  co-sponsored  by  BYU  and  Provo  townsmen,  at  a 
cost  far  in  excess  of  $10,000  per  year  and  occasionally  as  much 
as  $40,000  per  year,  has  brought  many  well-known  artists  here 
who  never  appeared  in  any  other  city  in  the  Inter-mountain 
area.  Several  performers  on  the  lyceum  in  recent  years  have 
never  appeared,  in  a city  as  small  as  Provo. 

The  location  of  the  lyceum,  most  of  which  are  presented  in 
Provo  Tabernacle,  admittedly  does  cause  some  transportation  prob- 
lems for  students,  especially  those  girls  in  Family  Life  Units.  How- 
ever, those  programs  in  the  series  which  have  been  presnted  in  the 
Fieldhouse  or  the  Joseph  Smith  auditorium  have  shown  only  little 
better  attendance. 

There  are  two  reasons  why  lyceums  cannot  be  arranged  more 
often  in  the  Fieldhouse  or  the  Smith  auditorium.  Dates  for  the  ap- 
pearances here  cannot  be  definitely  arranged  until  late  in  the  season 
after  other  groups  have  made  plans  for  using  these  buildings.  The 
location  must  also  be  shared  with  the  townspeople.

Some  very  serious  thought  has 
been  given  by  the  Utah  colleges 
to  shifting  to  the  semester  sys- 
tem rather  than  the  present  quar- 
ter system.  Faculty  members  up 
and  down  the  state  have  been 
queried  on  their  views,  and  evi- 
dently the  whole  idea  is  being 
delved  into  very  thoroughly. 

Any  changes,  of  course,  would 
have  to  be  made  by  all  the  col- 
leges in  Utah,  including  junior 
colleges,  in  order  to  avoid  com- 
plete chaos  in  the  state. 

The  quarter  system  seems  to 
offer  the  greatest  variety  in  the 
way  of  class  work  and  presents 
an  easier  problem  in  the  reten- 
tion of  material  for  an  exam. 
On  the  other  side,  the  semester 
plan  gives  the  student  a greater 
grasp  of  his  subject  (if  he 
studies),  and  is  cheaper  for  the 
school  to  operate. 

Junior  BYU’s 

While  on  the  subject  of  edu- 
cation, it’s  quite  surprising  how 
little  has  been  said  on  campus 
about  the  possibility  of  the 
Church  picking  up  three  junior 
colleges  in  the  state  of  Utah. 

Governor  Lee’s  generosity  pro- 
posing to  close  down  Carbon  and 
return  Weber,  Snow,  and  Dixie 
to  the  Church  is  being  bitterly 
opposed  in  many  parts  of  the 
state.  The  Church  originally  op- 
erated the  three  jc’s  and  in  turn- 
ing them  over  to  the  state  many, 
years  ago  stipulated  that  they 
should  be  returned  to  the  Church, 
if  -they  were  going  to  be  closed.

ture, “Kayaks  Down  the  Nile.” 
Sponsoring  the  film  as  their  pro- 
ject is  the  Brigham  Young  High 
School  senior  class. 

Goddard,  with  two  French  com- 
panions, holds  the  honor  of  being 
the  only  man  in  history  to  ex- 
plore one  of  the  longest  rivers, 
the  Nile,  from  its  most  remote 
headwaters  to  its  mouth  at  the 
Mediterranean  Sea. 

A native  of  Salt  Lake  City, 
Goddard  is  the  only  American 
member  of  the  French  Explorer’s 
Society  in  Paris.  He  is  also  active 
in  the  Savage  Club  of  London, 
the  Sports  Club  of  Alexandria, 
Egypt,  and  the  Explorer’s  Club 
of  New  York  City.

Partial  to  dates,  anyone?  The 
following  paragraphs  will  eluci- 
date on  how  to  serve  your  dates 
to  best  advantage.  (So  you  think 
you  know  it  already?) 

Date  crumble,  besides  being 
crunchily  deliciqus,  and  easy  to 
make,  keeps  indefinitely.  This 
should  be  music  to  the  despair- 
ing batchers  who  can’t  seem  to 
get  rid  of  food. 

It’s  really  simple: 

1.  Boil  till  thick  and  mushy: 

1 lb.  dates 
1 cup  sugar 
1/2  cups  water 

2.  Add  one  teaspoon  vanilla, 
spread  on  the  crumble. 

Crumble: 

1.  Mix: 

1 cup  brown  sugar 

2 cups  oatmeal 
1 cup  flour 

1 teaspoon  soda 

2.  Pour  1 cup  melted  butter  (mar- 
garine to  you)  over  the  mixture 
and  blend.  Helpful  Hint:  Melt 
butter  in  baking  pan  then  it  is 
already  greased. 

3.  Put  2/3  of  the  crumble  on  the 
bottom,  then  the  dates,  then 
sprinkle  the  remainder  of  the 
crumble  on  top. 

4.  Bake  for  twenty  minutes  in 
a 350°  oven. 

Failures  are  impossible.  Date 
crumble  is  foolproof.  Serve  in 
small  squares  to  your  favorite 
people  and  watch  your  date 
crumble  when  you  offer  .him  (or 
her)  date  crumble.
